Meetings,  Tells  of  Proposed  Changes 
Effecting  Athletics  and'.  Teachers 
Colleges.

Dean  Colbert  returned  Monday  from 
Chicago  where  he  attended  the  thirty- 
first  annual  meeting  of  tho  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  of  Colleges  and  Second¬ 
ary  Schools. 

At  this  meeting  tho  reports  of  the 
various  comniitties  were  hoard  and  var¬ 
ious  school  problems  were  discussed. 
Dean  Colbert  was  interested  in  tho 
Commission  of  Institutions  of  Higher 
Education,  and  the  comniitties  on  Clas¬ 
sification  of  Teachers  Colleges,  and 
Standards  for  Accrediting  Teachers 
Colleges.  Dean  Colbert  heard  all  of  the 
reports  given  on  Thursday.  These  re¬ 
ports  were  of  special  interest  ho  saidC 
for  the  committees  had  collected  much 
data  but  no  conclusions  were  reached. 
Tho  committees  will  continue  tlieir 
studies  before  conclusions  of  benefit  to 
the  Association  in  general  are  reached. 

The  "report  of  tho  Committee  on  Stan¬ 
dards  for  Accrediting  Teachers  Colleges 
was  laid  on  the  table  for  one  year  for 
further  studj.  Tho  standards  arc  about 
tho  same  as  for  a  regular  four-year 
college,  with  tho  following  exceptions: 

T- — Experience  in  teaching  shall  in 
no  case  bo  accepted  for  entrance  or  col¬ 
lege  credit. 

2— Forty  of  the  120  semester  hours 
must  be  of  junior  and  senior  rank. 

3; — Twenty-five  per  '  cent  •  of  the  en¬ 
rollment  should  be.  of  junior  and  senior  : 
rank.  ' 

4- — A.  college  shall  not  riiaintain  a 
secondary  school  as  part  of  the  college 
organization,  except  for  training  school 
purposes. 

All  other  requirements  are  the  same 
as  regular  four-year  colleges.  Tho 
above  equipments  were  not  adopted  but 
were  laid  on-  tho  table  for  study.  If 
adopted  tho  teacher  training  schools 
with  two  year’s  curriculum  will  not  be 
on  tho  approved  list,  of  tho  North 
Central.  Association  of  Schools. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed 
to  study  athletics  in  all  schools  of  tho 
association  with  a  view  of  adopting 
tho  resolution,  ‘'That  any  school  which 
subsidies  an  athlete  shall  be  dropped 
from  tho  approved  list  of  tho  Associa¬ 
tion.”  ' ' 

One  session  was  devoted  to  discussion 
of  church  and  privato  schools.  At  this 
session- Missouri  Wesleyan  was  dropped 
from  tho  approved  list  of  tho  Associa¬ 
tion  on  account  of  financial  conditions.

Peru  Wins  Child 


Labor  Argument 
From  S.T.C.Pair 


David  Max  and  Pred  Street  Talk  Well 
In'  Their  First  College  ' Debate — Jud¬ 
ges  Are  Attorneys  From  Savannah. 


The  debating  team /from  the  Peru, 
Nebraska,  State  Teachers  College  won 
a  unanimous  decision  in  the  debate  hold 
at  Assembly  last  Wednesday.  The  vis¬ 
iting  team  uphold  the  negative  sido  of 
tho  question,  “Resolved:  That  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  United  States  should  be 
amended  to  give  Congress  power  to 
regulate  child  labor.” 

Boy  Chamberlain  and  Waldo  Williooft 
wore  the  Peru  debaters,  while  Mary¬ 
ville  was  represented  by  David  Max 
and  Fred  Streot. 

The  Peru  team  were  more  forceful 
and  fluent  in  their  presentation  than 
wore  the  Bearcats.  They  were  debating 
tho  question  for  the  fifth  timo  while 
the  Mary villo  debaters  were  debating 
it  for  tho  first  time.  . 

The  debate  was  a  spirited  one.' Both 
teams  made  good  arguments. 

The  affirmative  brought  out  the  need 
for  uniform  -  legislation  against  child 
labor  and  held  that  national  action 
would  bo  preferred'  to  tho  action  of 
states  acting  independently.  1 
The  negative  team  minimized  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  child  labor  in  this  country  and 
argued  ,  that  tho  states  individually 
are  correcting  its 'evils.  They  also  op¬ 
posed  the  amendment  on  tho  grounds 
that  it  would  not  be  in  accord  with 
our  present  form  of  national  govern¬ 
ment.  ( 

Tho  judges  were  K.  D.  Cross,  Grover 
Sparks,  and  L.  W.  Bbohor,  all  attor¬ 
neys  of  Savannah.  Mr.  Keller  acted  as 
chairman.

Y.  W.  C.  A  secrclary  talked  to  a  joint 
meeting  of  tho  Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.  last 
Tuesday  morning,  introducing  them  to 
student  lifo  in.  Esthonia.  Miss  Howard 
has  been  in  Esthonia  about  three -years 
as  a  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organizer.  Sho  was 
dressed  in  tho  native  “dress-up”  cos¬ 
tume  of  tho  Esthonians. 

Tho  Esthonians,  although,  only  a 
newly  organized  country,  are  anxious 
to  Instill  in  their  childron  the  lovo  of 
their  own  country,  language,  and  tr.v 
ditions.  Each  teacher  takes  a  group  of 
school  childron  on  an  excursion  each 
spring.  They  usually  hike  to  some  place 
of  beauty  and  renown.  In  this  way  the 
school  childron  get  an  appreciation  of 
their  own  country.-' -  v 

All  foreign  professors  must  learn  to 
speak  tl;e  native  langungo  within  three 
years.  This  is  almost  impossible,  as 
tho  Esthonian  language  is  very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  learn.  For  example,  there  arc 
fifteen  cases  of  nouns.  Miss  Howard 
said  that  the  langungo  was  develop¬ 
ing  overnight,  and  that  even  tho  best 
educated  of  the  natives  have  to  go  to 
night  school  in  order  to  keep  up. 

Students  enn  exist  on  ten  dollars  a 
month,  Miss  Howard  said,  “but  this 
includes  only  the  barest  necessities. 
There  is  no  compulsory  attendance;  ev¬ 
erything  is  up  to  the  students.” 

The  university  of  Esthonia  asked  for 
help  in  organizing  a  Y.  W.  and  a  Y.  M. 
Tho  big  problem  is  to  .establish  a 
brotherly  feeling  between  the  Germans 
and  Esthonians,  who  are  bitter  ene¬ 
mies,  Miss  Howard  said.
